Dr. Shapley is cautious when it 


comes to estimating just how many 
planets may support life. He fig- 
ures It this way: 


Suppose only one star or sun in 


a million has any planets at all. 


And suppose onl yone in a thou- 


sand of those families of planets 
has the conditions "suitable for the 
life experiment," 
That means a 


near.circular orbit, proper distance 
from a warmth-giving star, proper 
mass, atmosphere, ." and -rotation 
period for night and day. 


That would mean only one life- 


bearing planet for every billion 
stars. 


Still being skeptical, suppose that 


life went on to higher forms on 
only one of every thousand of these 
planets.

mendous feat in the 1948 Olympics 
at London.
